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His Great Uncle 
Tom's Cabin 


by Judith MCWHORTER GOODWIN 


Where was my paternal grandfather, Lucullus Virgil MCWHORTER, born? He 
tells us himself in his classic book, Border Settlers of Northwestern Virginia.' 


At the very beginning of this book in his "To the Reader,” the noted clan 
historian and close MCWHORTER family friend, J. P. MacLEAN, states: "Lucullus Virgil, 
son of Rev. J.M. MCWHORTER, M.D., was bom in a log cabin built by his Great Uncle 
Thomas McWHORTER on the ancestral home on McKinney's Run, a tributary of 
Hacker's Creek, in Harrison County (West) Virginia, January 29, 1860.? 


My grandfather not only provides his birth date and place in Border Settlers, but 
he proceeds to give us enough family history in this same book that using it and 
Minnie McWORTER's History of the MCWHORTER family,’ we can trace his genealogy . 
through the generations.‘ 


Henry McWHORTER of Scotch extraction, the progenitor of all the West Virginia 
McWHORTERs, was born November 13, 1760 in New Jersey, and died February 4, 
1818, at the age of 82.5 In 1785, he married Mary FIELDS in Bucks Co, Pennsylvania.® 
The couple had three children: John, born April 8, 1784; Thomas, born July 15, 1785, 
died December 28, 1816; and Walter Fields, born October 31, 1787, died August 12, 
1860.’ 


Thomas, the middle son, became my grandfather's "Great Uncle Tom." He it 
was in whose cabin my grandfather was born. Thomas, "Tom," died tragically at the 
age of 31, three days after Christmas, December 28, 1816, or 1815.° His wife found 
him lying dead on the family woodpile covered with multiple rattlesnake bites, five on 
his face. He had disturbed a rattler’s nest in the woodpile when he went to gather 
wood for the breakfast fire.? He was the first to be buried in the McWhorter Cemetery'®

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at the McWhorter Church, McWhorter, WV. His tombstone can be seen there to this 
day. 


John, the first son, did not marry. He lived to the age of 94. Walter, the third 
son, married Margaret HURST on January 16, 1806."' Walter and Margaret became my 
grandfather's grandparents, through their son and tenth child, John Minion, and his 
wife Rosetta MARPLE. (John Minion, b Jan 22, 1822, d. Nov 9, 1909, married 1847, 
Rosetta MARPLE, b. Nov 17, 1828, d. Dec 26, 1869)." 


But, how did my grandfather happen to be born in his Great Uncle Tom's log 
cabin? Let us trace the family homes of Lucullus' direct antecedents. 


In 1786, old Henry took his wife of three years, Mary, and his two children, John 
and Thomas, and moved from Bucks County, Pennsylvania to Hampshire County, 
Virginia. In 1787, Walter, their third son and Big Foot's grandfather, was born here.'"? 


In 1790, Henry moved his family, his wife Mary, and his children john, Thomas, 
and Walter, to a home in "the wilds of western Virginia, and settled on McKinney's Run, 
a branch of Hacker's Creek, Harrison County, where Henry built a cabin and cleared 
some land." Henry and his family lived there three years, when in 1793 with his family 
he again moved "near West Fork, and on the south bank of the ‘Wiya-Nipe’ built a 
house of hewed logs where he resided for 37years.” '° 


This is the McWhorter cabin you can visit today at Jackson's Mill, West Virginia, 
where it was removed from its original site August 14, 1927'° and made a gift to the 
state of West Virginia by the McWhorter family. 


Walter and his brother, Thomas, inherited the homestead on McKinney's Run 
with the cabin that was built there in 1790.'7 This cabin, built in 1790 in Harrison 
County, and inherited by Walter McWHORTER from old Henry, became the boyhood 
home of Walter's son, John Minion. At the age of 87,in 1909, John Minion visited this 
boyhood home, of which he writes: 


"The old McWhorter stand in Harrison County is all blotted over 
with dwellings, factories and one or two stores. It does not look 
like the home, where mother stood on the high front porch and 
called us boys to dinner. | took a drink from the old well, whose 
fountain is still pure and cold; but the noise and confusion of 
public life has destroyed the beauty and harmony of our old home.

if Walter and Thomas inherited together the homestead on McKinney's Run, and 
Walter eventually moved into the cabin there, the one built in 1790, what of his 
brother, Thomas, who inherited with him? When Walter and his wife and family took 
over the 1790 cabin, where did Thomas go? 


He built a log cabin "on the ancestral home on McKinney's Run, a tributary of 
Hacker's Creek in Harrison County, West Virginia,'’? where he lived and became a 
prosperous farmer until his death in 1816.7? Thomas married Delia STALNAKER in 
March 1807. They had seven children.”' 


At this point in our search for the exact birthplace of my grandfather, the 
records become less exact. 


We know that Walter married Margaret HURST and that their son, John Minion, 
Lucullus' father, was born January 22, 1822. John Minion married Lucullus’ mother, 
Rosetta MARPLE, in 1847, thirty-one years after Thomas' death. Possibly at the time of 
his marriage, John Minion was still living in the 1790 cabin that was his boyhood home 
with his father, Walter. We do know the two cabins, the 1790 cabin, and Tom's cabin, 
built on the same “original” homestead, were considered "the McWHORTER farms" for 
many years.” 


Thirty-one years after Thomas’ death is enough time for all of Thomas’ children 
to have moved out of the cabin and gone on with their lives. We do not know how 
many years after his tragic death that Julia stayed in the cabin her husband built. After 
thirty one years, Julia was fifty-eight years old. Did John Minion McWHORTER and his 
bride,Rosetta, move into his Uncle Tom's cabin when they were married? It is a logical 
assumption since it is stated their son, Lucullus Virgil, was born there in 1860. It is 
also logical to assume that at the time of this son's birth, Rosetta was living with her 
husband, John Minion. 


So, now it is 1860. Walter is presumably still living in the 1790 cabin. Thomas 
has been dead thirty-one years, and since it is 1860 when Lucullus Virgil was born, 
Walter's son, John Minion and his wife and children are living in Tom's cabin since 
Lucullus was born there. 


Eighteen hundred and sixty (1860) was a significant year for the McWhorter 
family in three ways: first, in 1860, Lucullus Virgil was born January 29; second, in 
March 1860, John Minion moved his family, his wife Rosetta, and their eight children, 
including the infant, Lucullus Virgil, to a spacious home he built on Buckhannon Run 
on the upper branch of Hacker's Creek. There, Lucullus Virgil, surrounded by his

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brothers and sisters, grew to manhood; and finally, August 12, 1860, old Henry's 
third son Walter MCWHORTER died at the age of 73. 


The big old house John Minion built and into which he moved his family in 1860 
was still standing in 1993, although passed out of MCWHORTER hands. The writer 
visited it with Bob McWHORTER of Morgantown, WV, another direct.descendant of old 
Henry, during the 1993 Bicentennial MCWHORTER Reunion held at Jackson's Mill Park 
in West Virginia. In aged decaying dignity, it sheltered beneath the trees John Minion 
planted. ‘ 


Read now this note in my grandfather's scrawling hand about the "family record : 
saved from the old family Bible,” a copy of which is reproduced with this story. 


The "family record” is none other than John Minion's family birth records torn 
from the family Bible. Seventh on the list of children's births, one sees "Lucullus Virgil 
McWHORTER was born January 29, 1860." (See copy of bible page and transcription, 
next page.) 


Other, separate Bible pages contain under parents record: "Father: John M 
McWHORTER was born January 22, 1822; Rosetta MCWHORTER was born November 
17, 1828." 


My grandfather, “Big Foot,”** was in his prime at 55 when Border Settlers was 
published in 1915. J.P. MacLEAN, who wrote the "To the Reader" in his book, was a 
close family friend as well as historian, an authority on Scotch Highland Literature and 
clan history, noted for his accuracy. . 


As for my grandfather himself, accuracy was a fetish. How well | remember when | was 
typing his manuscript for Yellow Wolf in the 1930's, how he would look at me out of 
his great faded blue eyes as he considered some point and say, "! must be absolutely 
accurate." It is inconceivable that either of these dedicated historians would

Let us give due respect to Doug Garman's report in the Hacker's Creek Journal, 
Vol. XVII, issue 2, 1998, Page 84. He quotes Billie Faye PROST and Karon Janel KING in 
Upshur County Birth records, page 25, who state “Lucullus Virgil M. MCWHORTER was 
born 28 june, 1860 in Upshur County." First, by all other written records and by 
family usage and tradition, my grandfather's name is Lucullus Virgil MCWHORTER, not 
Lucullus Virgil M. McWHORTER. Second, could it be another McWHORTER due to the 
initial "M" and the conflicting date? Not likely. Thirdly, could the inscription have been 
read wrong due to the handwriting...i.e., Jan. 29, 1860 vs. June 28, 1860? To our 
modern eyes reading the handwriting of those days, Jan 29, 1860 and June 28, 1860 
could be easily confused. Also, by usage and tradition, his birthday was celebrated 
January 29. 


| believe my grandfather was born where and when he says he was - in a log 
cabin built by his great uncle Thotnas, on McKinney's Run, a tributary of Hacker's Creek 
in Harrison County (West) Virginia, January 29, 1860. 


If his own father erred when he inscribed the record of Lucullus' birth date in the 
family Bible, this leaves the only uncontestable authority his mother, my great 
grandmother, Rosetta MARPLE McWHORTER. Rosetta left no written records of her 
own, and more importantly, no written records contradicting the written record of her 
husband, John Minion, Lucullus’ father. 


My grandfather believed his father’s testimony, and so do |.

"Know all men by these presents that |, Daniel CONRAD, of Lewis County, and State of 
Virginia, being in my natural senses and in perfect mind. | will my soul and body to 
the hands of the Almighty God of Heavens, and | beg the Almighty God of Heavens for 
his mercies and to pardon me, grace my sins and iniquities and transgressions and of 
all my evil and unlawful and unrighteous deeds and sins, and if the Almighty God of 
Heavens will spare my life and let me always live, and will pardon me, and will spare 
my life and let me always live and will restore me to my natural health and strength 
and to the natural use of myself again, and will let me be restored to my natural health 
and strength and to the natural use of myself again, and will enable me to get those 
ores and coins and treasures and matters that are on my land, or on any of my land, or 
anywhere else, when the Almighty God is willing and pleases to let me find and get on 
ground and under ground, and will enable me to make use of, and to have made use of 
and will enable me...... are paid, is to be added to said church. 


"As for Abe, the black boy that father willed to me is not to come to any of my family, 
and as for Peggy, my wife is to have no inheritance on any of my land nor any of her 
children, and my brother John and none of his family nor none of Benjamins nor of 
Haymonds nor Boseley nor his heirs is to interfere in my lands and legacies. 
Greenwood is not to interfere in any of my concerns. 


“Whereas | appoint Mary BASTABLE of Weston, my heir and administrator, and to come 
and stay with me and to take care of me and of my things, and to keep me and my 
things in nice and genteel order for me, and to do all that is just and right for me and 
herself while we both live, and to get all done that she can for me that is just and right. 


“May 10, 1837 Daniel CONRAD” 


His estate was settled October 8, 1853 in Braxton Co., (W)VA.

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15th WV Infantry Officer’s Civil War Medal 
Presented to HCPD Member

B. Carlisle BOWLING of Flagler Beach, 
Florida, a member of the HCPD, was 
surprised recently when he was presented 
with the Civil War Medal of 1st Lieutenant 
William C. BATTON, of the 15th West 
Virginia Infantry. The original Pension = 
certificate of BATTON’s widow |. 
accompanied the medal. } 


At the 2nd Annual Get-Together of the 
Virtual Marshall County, WV Genealogy 
Society held in Glen Dale, WV on June 17th, 
Carlisle received the medal as a birthday Carlisle Bowling receiving Civil War medal from 
gift and expression of friendship from Linda Linda Fluharty 
CUNNINGHAM FLUHARTY, HCPD Member and County Coordinator of the Marshall, 
Calhoun, and Pleasants County WVGenWeb pages and founder of the Virtual Genealogy 
Society. Linda purchased the medal a year ago and discovered soon after that Lt. 
BATTON’s wife was a cousin of Carlisle's wife, the former Elaine FOWLER. Both were 
descendants of Carr BAILEY. 


Ist Lt. William Calvin BATTON was born in Harrison County, WV on July 19, 1837 and 
later resided in Lewis County. Both his pension file from the National Archives and his 
death record name Sarah BATTON as his mother; his father’s name is not given. 
William was enrolled in the 15th WV Infantry on july 20, 1862 and was discharged April 
16, 1863 at Cumberland, MD. He married Lieuvernia BAILEY, the daughter of Minter 
JONES and Ann (BAILEY) BAILEY on Jan 25, 1864 in Lewis County. They had no 
children. William died of blood poisoning on May 5, 1895 at the age of 57 years, 10 
months. Lieuvernia’s date of death was July 7, 1916. Both are buried in the Broad Run 
Church Cemetery in Lewis County. (See related story following.)

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Owners of Civil War Medals Listed 


"The Civil War Medals of West Virginia...Where Are They?” is an internet site 
(http://www.rootsweb.com/~wvmarsha/cwmedals.htm), created a year ago, that lists 
current owners of the bronze medals awarded to West Virginia Civil War Veterans or 
their families following the war. Internet genealogy has quickly taken researchers back 
to ancestors in the Civil War and many are eager to know the whereabouts of 
ancestors’ medals. 


Some of the medals have been 
cherished family heirlooms since they 
were first awarded. Others were buried 
with soldiers or have found their way 
into pawn-shops, flea markets, retail 
stores and private collections. 


The West Virginia State Archives still 
holds thousands of unclaimed medals 
and relatives of the Civil War Veterans 
are encouraged to apply for them. 


Anyone owning a West Virginia Civil War 
; medal is invited to submit the data 
inscribed on the medal's rim, along with other biographical information about the 
soldier and his family. Providing contact information in the online presentation is 
optional. 


12th West Virginia Infantry & 1st West Virginia Cavalry 


Two regiments of importance to the Hacker's Creek area are the 12th WV and the Ist 
WV Cavalry. Comprehensive websites have been established and offer an abundance 
of free information, including history, rosters, pension files and photos. 


The 12th West Virginia Infantry page (http://www.rootsweb.com/ 
~wvmarsha/12thcover.htm) includes the COMPLETE 1892 book, “History of the. 12th 
West Virginia Infantry," by William Hewitt, as well additional information about the 
regiment and soldiers. Companies "E” & “G” of this Civil War Regiment were formed in 
Harrison County. Other units were assembled in Marion, Taylor, Marshall, Brooke, 
Ohio and Hancock Counties. 


The First West Virginia Cavalry website (http://www.rootsweb.com/ ~wvwags/1 wvc- 
frm.htm) provides information about the regiment and soldiers, many from Lewis, 
Upshur and Harrison Counties. Featured on the page are photos of items from the vast 
Civil War collection of Dave AEBERLI, of Pittsburgh. 


The public is invited to submit information about these regiments, such as transcribed 
pension/military records, photos or biographies. To submit information about your 
Civil War Medal or about soldiers who served in the 12th WV Infantry or the 1st WV 
Cavalry, write to: Linda FLUHARTY, 833 Carnforth Drive, Baton Rouge, LA 70810, or 
submit it by e-mail to LCFlu@aol.com.

My WV Visit Very Rewarding... 
...but Didn’t Include HCPD Library

| passed through WV last week [week of May 8, 2000] and finally was able to visit the 
HCPD library. Unfortunately the only day that | could get to the library was Tuesday. 
Little did | know that the former Horner School was designated as a polling place for 
the WV primary; the library was closed. Don't know when I'll be back that way again. 


On a brighter side, | found some interesting sites from my family history. | visited the 
house in Clarksburg where in 1916 my father was born as well as two houses where he 
lived when he was growing up...one in Clarksburg and one at Romine Mills (Harrison 
County). This latter house was a log cabin that had been sided many years ago. Our 
timing was fortunate because the house recently had a fire and will be demolished 
soon, But the fire exposed the log structure and my father and | could see it more as 
he remembered it. The owners are building a new house behind the old one ("back in 
the garden” as my father would say.) and were more than willing to show us the old 
house. | salvaged a piece of the mud mortar from between the logs and an old style 
nail from the planking of the floor as keepsakes.

Virginia, Harrison County. To wit Personally appeared on the 21st October 1833 
Alexander WEST who being duly sworn upon the holy evangelist according to Law 
deposeth that he is now in his seventy fourth year of age, that in the spring of year of 
Thousand seven hundred and eighty one affiant understood that Captain George 
JACKSON who then resided in the Buckhannon settlement is what is now a part of 
Lewis County Virginia had been commissioned by the governor of Virginia to raise a 
company of volunteers to join the expedition under the command of George Rogers 
CLARK. Affiant volunteered under the command of said Captain George JACKSON and 
proceeded with said company under the command of said George Rogers CLARK by 
way of Fort Pitt down the Ohio river to the Falls of the Ohio river. That said company 
continued in service under the command of said Captain George JACKSON until late in 
the fall and was then discharged and returned home. Affiant knows that his Captain 
said George JACKSON had his commission as Captain of volunteers as aforesaid, he 
was intimate with him and knew he had his commission as captain as aforesaid when 
he rased said company of volunteers and he further remembers that after the troops 
had united a council of officers was held at the Mouth of the little Kanawha. A report 
was circulated immorately of a ___, that some of the volunteer officers had not there 
commissions and affiant supposes in consequence of said report, the troops were 
paraded and the commissions were read in there presence, amongst the commissions 
these read as aforesaid in the presence of the troops was the said commission of 
Captain George JACKSON. Affiant further state that he had continued to reside in 
Harrison County untill Lewis County was formed and has continued to reside in Lewis 
County since the division of the counties and resides in Lewis at this time. Affiant 
further states that after the return of the troops from Clark's campaign as aforesaid 
Captain JACKSON continued to command expeditions against the Indians to dispach 
spies and scouts and to supervise the forts. Was and until the cessation of Indian 
hostilities in this region of country. Affiant further states that after his return from 
Clark's campaign Affiant was one of a party who pursued some Indians who had 
committed depredation on Buckhannon in the course of the expedition. They were — 
joined by Captain JACKSON with another party in pursuit of the Indians. Affiant 
further stated that he frequently heard of his being sent on other expeditions. Affiant 
further stated that Christopher NUTTER of Harrison County Virginia was out in said 
expedition under George Rogers CLARK, the said Christopher NUTTER was a volunteer 
under said Captain George JACKSON and surveyed under his command throughout the 
Campaign. Affiant has no recollection at this time of any other person now living who

State of Virginia Harrison County. On the 21st day of October 1833 personally 
appears in open court Christopher NUTTER who being first duly sworn according to 
Law, deposeth and saith that he is now in his seventy-fourth year of age that in the 
spring of the year 1781 Captain George JACKSON preceeded in virtue as affiant 
understood of a commission ______ Governor of Virginia appointing said JACKSON 
Captain to raise a company of volunteers that affiant joined said compaign at 
Buckhannon in what is now in the Court\County of Lewis in this State. That volunteers 
were rased to join an expedition under the command of General Colonel George 
Rogers CLARK. That in the campaign so raised and commanded by said JACKSON, 
William WHITE was first Lieutenant, Jacob WESTFALL was Second Lieutenant and 
Hezekiah DAVISON was ensign and quarter master. That said company marched 
under the command of said JACKSON and joined the expedition about fourteen miles 
above fort Pitt. That said company proceded under the command of said JACKSON 
with the residue of the troops the whole commanded by said George Rogers CLARK, 
down the Ohio river, and ____at the falls of the Ohio river. On the 19th of August 1781 
when the troops reached the falls, the company commanded by Captain JACKSON 
numbered one hundred & four rank and file, that they remained under the command of 
said CLARK untill late in the fall of the same fall of the same year of 1781. The 
company was then discharged and marched back to the place where they volunteered 
by their said Captain George JACKSON. That affiant continued to reside in Harrison 
County Virginia from the time he returned from said expedition untill this day. That 
affiant was frequently out in scouting parties and in pursuit of Indians untill the close 
of the revolution and untill the cessation of Indian hostilities. That during ail this 
period Captain JACKSON acted as Captain and continued to command as such 
Captain of the Rangers or Scouts untill hostilities with Indians ceased which did not 
occur untill after the close of the revolutionary war. During the whole period Captain 
JACKSON had the contract of the Line of blockhouses from Buckhannon to the Ohio 
river, employed scouts or spies and so as charged with the defence of the frontier. 
Affiant further states that after the return of the troops from Clark’s Expedition affiant 
has been on several occasions with Captain JACKSON under his command and in the 
pursuit of the Indians who had committed depredations on the settlements on the 
Monongalia waters in Virginia. Affiant has no acquaintance with any person now living 
except Alexander WEST of Lewis County and himself who belonged to the company 
commanded by said Captain JACKSON in Clark's Expedition. Affiant further states that 
Captain JACKSON was an efficient and able officer in Clark’s Campaign as aforesaid 
and displayed great skill energy and activity in protecting the Settlements on the water 
of the Monongalia river in Virginia. 


Christopher NUTTER 
Sworn and Subscribed this 21st day of Oct. 1833 D. DAVISSON M.C 


William POWERS made oath in open court this 21 Oct. 1833 that hi is now in the sixty 
eighth year of his age that he removed to what is now the County of Harrison when he 
was in his eighth year of age that he has continued to remain in said County Harrison 
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and since the formation of Lewis County in that part of Lewis which was taken from 
Harrison County eversince, the said POWERS further deposeth that he was in the 
County when Capt George JACKSON raised a volunteer company to join the expedition 
which marched under the command of George Rogers CLARK he saw the company 
when they rendevouzed and paraded in the town of Clarksburg Harrison County 
Virginia in the Spring of the year Seventeen hundred and eighty one that he was not a 
member of the company but saw them proceed to join the army under George ROGERS 
Clark and when they marched they were commanded by said Captain George 
JACKSON. He knew almost every man in the company. The said George JACKSON was 
Captain William WHITE was first Lieutenant Jacob WESTFALL was second Lieutenant 
and Hezekiah DAVISON was ensign. The said POWERS further deposeth that he said 
most of the men when they returned from the expedition and understood they had 
proceeded to the falls of the Ohio under said George JACKSON as part of the troops 
commanded by said George Rogers CLARK and continued in service untill regularly 
discharged, some of the men returned late in the fall or about the beginning of winter 
and some returned the suceeding spring. The said POWERS further deposeth that after 
the return of said JACKSON from said expedition, he continued to act as a captain 
ordering out rangers, superintending the forts and stockhades on the Monongalia 
waters and commanding the scout untill the close of the revolutionary war. The said 
POWERS further says he never saw the commission of Captain George JACKSON, but 
understood he was regularly commissioned a captain of volunteers and as such he 
raised said company of volunteers commanded then and continued to act untill the 
close of the war as aforesaid.

The Court doth further certify that from their own knowledge and the 
general report of the County all of said persons before named whose depositions are 
taken here amongst the first settlers of this County and actively engaged in the Indian 
wars during the revolution and afterwards untill the cessation of Indian hostilities. The 
Court doth further certify that said Christopher, Alexander and William are men of 
respectability, freeholders and all of them men of fair character to whose depositions 
and statements full faith and credit is due all which is ordered to be certified to the 
register of the Land Office of Virginia the Governor and council of this State and the 
war department of the United States. Note: George Rogers CLARK is credited as the 
namesake for the town of Clarksburg, WV. 
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A User's Guide 
to HCPD-L

Introduction 


HCPD-L is an on-line discussion group, usually called a “List,” that enables HCPD 
members to share genealogical and West Virginia history information through e-mails. 
Members join the “List” by paying a $5 fee in addition to regular annual membership 
dues. The “List” currently includes more than 200 persons willing to share information 
about family research and other matters of historical importance. When you post a 
message to the HCPD-L address, your message is available to be read by all other 
HCPD-L members. In turn, you receive all messages posted by other HCPD-L members. 


How To Use HCPD-L 


Here are two e-mail addresses you need to participate in HCPD-L. To send a message 
to the entire discussion group: HCPD-L@rootsweb.com. 


To cut off HCPD-I mail: HCPD-L-REQUEST@rootsweb.com. Send a message to this 
address to sign off of HCPD-L (unsubscribe) if you will be away from your computer for 
a few days or longer. Also use it to restart (subscribe) your participation again when 
you return. Leave a brief message asking that you be “unsubscribed” until further 
notice (see Point 2 in the Guidelines below). 


Guidelines for posting messages to HCPD-L 


(7) Let Us Know Who You Really Are: New members of HCPD-L are encouraged to 
post a message to the list with a short personal biography. Let us know where you live 
and tell us something about yourself. Not “everything,” but enough to make you a 
"real person" and not just an anonymous e-mail address. Also, list the surnames you 
are researching. 


(2) Don't Let Your Mail Pile Up. You should access your incoming mail on a 
regular basis and not allow it to back up in the server, which you might want to think 
of as the Post Office. Your server will automatically drop you from the HCPD-L list if 
your mail can't be delivered to your computer. When you go on vacation or don't 
intend to check your mail for several days or can't keep up with your mail box volume, 
please “unsubscribe” as mentioned in (1) above. Just type UNSUBSCRIBE in the Subject 
Box, and when you are ready to begin receiving mail again, send another message and 
request that you be put back on the “List”...just type SUBSCRIBE in Subject Box. 


(3) A Word About Copyright: Do not put previously copyrighted material on the 
network without prior consent of the copyright holder. Small portions of copyrighted 
material may be quoted for research purposes if the original document is cited. All 
messages posted to HCPD-L will carry the copyright of the author and may not be 
copied or otherwise distributed without prior consent except as noted in below. 
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(1) Giving HCPD-L The License To Copy: By posting to the HCPD-L list, you grant a 
license to HCPD to copy your messages for archival purposes and to publish all 
or parts of your message in HCPD publications. 


(2) Who Should Get Your Message?: If your message is intended solely for an 
individual member of HCPD-L and has no real value to others on the list, send it 
to directly to that person's e-mail address. This helps keep down the number of 
messages List members must deal with on a daily basis. On the other hand, 
messages of general interest to HCPD-L members should be posted using the 
HCPD-L discussion group e-mail address. 


(3) Be Brief: Use whatever amount of words it takes to make your messages clear, 
but try to keep them as short as possible. When this group gets rolling, e-mail 
can pile up quickly. 


(4) Sending Non-Genealogical Messages: You will find that the people on HCPD-L 
are very serious about genealogy and history and willing to help in any way they 
can with your research requests. At the same time, expect some diversions. 
This is a fun-loving group and sometimes subjects are discussed which are not 
related to genealogy. Because we consider everyone "family,” we don't frown on 
these occasional diversions that take us into discussions that can be humorous 
and interesting. Keep in mind, however, that HCPD-L is set up primarily as a 
help to those researching genealogy and Central West Virginia history. Typing 
“NG” on the subject line of non-genealogical messages alerts members who are 
not interested in taking time for these kinds of messages so they can quickly 
delete and/or bypass them. 


Accessing the HCPD Library 


On-line members have direct access to the HCPD Library housing the organization's 
vast collection of books and documents helpful in genealogical research. However, 
for efficient use of our Library volunteer staff, it is important that prior to calling on 
help from the Library, you post your request for information to the HCPD-L 
discussion group. Consider HCPD-L your first stop on the research trail. The HCPD 
Library handles two or three dozen queries each week requiring staff to search 
books and documents. And while it is our desire to help with every member inquiry, 
we have a very limited number of volunteers. That means it is often difficult to keep 
up with requests. Keep in mind also that there are times when what you seek does 
not exist and therefore NOT finding the information is the answer. 


If you can't find your answer by contacting the HCPD-L list and believe that the Library 
may have the information, then send a request to the Library at this address: 
hepd@hackerscreek.com. 


Use this procedure when you send a request to the Library: In the Subject line of your 
e-mail form, type LIBRARY LOOK-UP. Do NOT put HCPD-L anywhere in the Subject Line 
of messages for the Library. If you do, your message will be diverted to HCPD-L and 
create the potential for missed messages. In the body of your message, be sure to 
include your name and home postal address so a packet. of information can be 
returned to you with proof for your records. You will be billed for the cost of any 
copies produced and for postage. (Watch the HC Journal for listings and updates of 
Library holdings.

To reach the HCPD website on. the internet, the address is: 

To access the members only website where you will 
find Lewis County births and deaths, a complete list of all current members, court 
records, and much more, click on the button in the lower right of the screen that 
says, "Members Only.”

(The correct user name and password will be sent to members when 
they pay their Online Options surcharge.) 


Special Benefits Of Being Part Of HCPD-L 


By being an on-line member of HCPD-L, you have some services either not available 
to--or at least less attainable for-- regular HCPD members. Keep in mind that the 
services listed below are in addition to all other benefits of being a member of the 
Hacker's Creek Pioneer Descendants. 


(1) LIST OF HCPD-L MEMBERS: Periodically, you will receive by e-mail a list of all 
HCPD-L members with their home towns and individual e-mail addresses. New 
members not wanting to wait for the next scheduled posting of this list can 
request it from hcpd@hackerscreek.com. 


(2) SURNAME INDEX: You will receive by e-mail a Surname Index showing which 
members are researching which surnames so you can match up your questions 
with others researching the same families. This list will be updated periodically 
by a ROLL CALL of members. When you see a ROLL CALL going on, feel free to 
jump in with your own message about what names you're researching.

Jacob SMITH, Sr. resided on 
Smith's Run on a fine farm adjoining 
the farm of his brother George. Mr. 
SMITH was a very aged man and had 
retired from the active duties of life. 
His wife had crossed the silent river of 
death sometime before his children 
were all married and he was living with 
his only son. He, like all of his name, 
had been a hard working, upright and 
industrious man, being one of the early 
settlers of the country; had done his 
part well in assisting to develop the 
country and was at the time of which | 
write, enjoying the fruits of his early 
toil. 


Jesse SMITH, the son of the 
above named Jacob SMITH, resided on 
the old homestead which his father 
gave to him. He was an honorable, 
upright and straight forward man; built 
himself a fine residence and lived an 
easy and comfortable life, taking a great 
interest in the progress and

development of the country, throwing 
all of his influence in favor of good 
morals, being a zealous and influential 
member of the M. P. Church and 
exerting a great influence in favor of 
religion and correct living. He raised a 
large family, some of whom preceded 
him to the spirit world. He made his 
object and aim to raise his children 
right and to give them as good an 
education as the country could afford. 
Jesse SMITH was a good citizen. He 
was a great sufferer in his latter days 
with an incurable disease but bore his 
sufferings with patience and Christian 
resignation. 


Elias G. SMITH, eldest son of 
George Smith, owned and resided on a 
farm laying on the waters of Smith's 
Run. Mr. SMITH was, and is today, a 
very large and portly man. He is still 
living and is quite an aged man. He was 
an industrious, enterprising and 
progressive citizen and has, by his 
industry and frugality made a success in 
life. The Run was appropriately named 
as every resident on it from mouth to 
head were named SMITH, and strange 
to say there was not a John among 
them. 


We will now cross the hill 
dividing the waters of Smith’s Run and 
Life’s Run, a branch of Hacker’s Creek 
and pay our respects to Mr. Albert 
JEWELL, who owned a farm on the head 
waters of the above named Run. Mr. 
JEWELL was a man of Northern birth. | 
think he claimed Maine as his native 
State. He came to Virginia when quite a 
young man and commenced teaching 
school in Augusta county where he met, 
wooed and won the hand of a Miss 
RAMSEY in marriage and moved thence 
to Lewis county and settled on the 
above named run where he commenced 
to clear out and cultivate a farm, but 
not abandoning by any means his 
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profession of school teaching in this 
country at that day. The schools were 
only taught in the winter season, 
commencing about the first day of 
December and closing the Jast day of 
February. A three months school out of 
the twelve was all the farmers could 
afford at that day. Mr. JEWELL would 
farm in the farming season and teach in 
winter, having had superior advantages 
in the New England States to acquire a 
better education than they had in this 
new country, he, as some of our best 
citizens can testify, was a good and 
efficient teacher. Some of our citizens 
living. today. received their first 
rudiments of an education from Mr. 
Jewel. He was a very methodical 
correct business man and by his 
industry, superior business methods 
and close application he made a 
success in life and bequeathed to his 
family 'a nice property. He raised quite 
a family of children, all of whom he 
lived to see grown to man and 
womanhood. 


We now come to the fine farm of 
John P. PETERSON, adjoining the farm 
of Mr. JEWELL. Mr. PETERSON was in 
the prime of life and one among the 


most energetic, pushing and 
industrious men | ever knew. He 
purchased a. farm with a_ small 


improvement, mostly in the woods. By 
great industry and good management 
he soon had a fine and productive farm 
opened up in a high state of cultivation. 
He was a house painter by trade and 
combined painting with farming. When 
there was any painting to do he was 
about the only painter there was in the 
county at that time, and when there was 
a job to do he was the man to do it and 
he was considered, and was, a fine and 
skilled workman, done. his work with 
both neatness and dispatch at that day. 
Mechanics did not work.on the ten hour 
system, but from sun to sun and | have 
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seen Mr. PETERSON wielding his brush 
against the side of a house before the 
sun had made its appearance in the 
morning and after it had disappeared in 
the evening. At that early period, while 
he was in town painting, he employed 
men to work on his farm and left the 
management of the farm and hands 
employed to his most excellent and 
thoroughly competent wife, who by her 
early training understood the details of 
the business as well as the best of 
them. Mrs. PETERSON was a very 
domestic lady, such a one as is 
calculated to render great assistance 
and encouragement to her husband; 
raised her children in such a way as to 
render them good, industrious, 
honorable and high-minded men and 
women. Mr. PETERSON by his great 
energy, industry and good management 
made a success in life and became 
wealthy; providing well for all of his 
children of whom he had quite a 
number, all of whom are now among 
our best and most prosperous citizens, 
some of whom have been called by their 
fellow citizens to fill very responsible 
offices, positions which they have filled 
with credit to their constituents and 
honor to themselves. Mr. PETERSON 
was a good citizen, a kind and 
accommodating neighbor; was a very 
useful, liberal and influential member of 
the M. P. Church. But few men was 
missed more by the community and 
especially by his family and the Church 
than was John P. PETERSON when 
called from the Church below to the 
Church triumphant on high. 


John LIFE owned and occupied a 
large tract of land on the Run which was 
named after his family. Mr. LIFE was of 
German by parentage, one of the 
pioneer settlers of the valley. He was a 
very large, robust man, possessed with 
all the energy, push and perseverance 
of his race, and was well calculated by 
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his physical endowments to take part an 
do his share in the development of a 
new country, such as he found the hiils 
and valleys of the Hacker’s Creek to be. 
He was a man who, by his energy and 
indomitable will, made a success and 
become one of the staunch farmers of 
the county, liberal, generous and 
hospitable, to a fault, a man who was 
highly respected and trusted by all who 
knew him, raised a large family of sons 


and daughters, and made ample 
provisions for them all, and his 
descendants are today numbered 


among the county’s best citizens, some 
of them having been called upon to fill 
some very responsible positions which 
was done to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. 


Samuel LIFE, a son of John LIFE, 
resided on a part of the old homestead, 
and was a chip of the old block, an 
industrious, temperate man, a good 
liver, a good citizen, an upright and 
honest man. 


Noah LIFE, the second, was a 
young and single man at that time 
(1844). | will have much to say of him 
in the progress of these sketches. 


Martin LIFE, a brother of John 
LIFE, owned and resided on a good 
farm adjoining the farm of his brother. 
He, like his brother, was a good citizen, 
an industrious farmer, raised a large 
family, mostly girls. 


Jacob BENNETT resided on the 
waters of Life’s Run. Mr. BENNETT did 
not own land, he was a renter and 
leaser, and was a very industrious, hard- 
working man, and cleared out a great 
quantity of land for other parties, 
thereby helping to improve and develop 
the country. 
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Joseph PUMPHRY resided on the 
waters of Life’s Run. He, like Mr. 
BENNETT, was a renter and a very 
industrious hard-working man. The 
only trouble with “Uncle Joe” was that 
he was a little too fond of the ardent. | 
heard a good and amusing anecdote 
told in connection with him. He was a 
very patriotic man, and particularly on 
the Fourth of July. On that day he came 
early to town, and in order to work his 
feelings up to a proper pitch, he 
indulged very freely in the forepart of 
the day and along about three o'clock 
pm he became very tired and concluded 
he would take a nap and rest awhile, 
and finding a very nice, cool place in 
one of the unfrequented alleys he laid 
himself down in the weeds and was 
soon in dreamland, and being so very 
much worried he overslept himself, and 
about dusk some boys discovered him 
and concluded, as boys would, that it 
would be a nice winding up of the 
Fourth to ride “Uncle Joe" on a rail, so 
they were not long in augmenting the 
crowd and procuring a rail. They 
roused him up and got him astride of 
the rail and two of the largest boys got 
the rail on their shoulders while the rest 
held him on, and just as they raised him 
up he exclaimed in a loud voice “hold 


"on boys until | get fixed” and adjusting 


himself properly he said, “go ahead 
boys” and taking off his hat and giving 
it a flourish exclaimed “that he would 
not give a cent for the man who would 
not celebrate the Fourth of July on a 
rail” whereupon the boys dropped him 
and ran away, concluding very correctly 
that the joke was in favor of “Uncle Joe,” 
but laying all jokes aside, Mr. PUMPHRY 
was no ordinary man in point of good, 
sound mother wit and was a very 
interesting man to talk to. He was a 
great hunter and a fine marksman, and 
as game was plentiful at that time he 
seldom came from a hunting expedition 
empty handed. On a certain occasion 
they were holding a quarterly meeting 
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at the M. E. Church, and on Sunday 
morning a very large congregation had 
assembled to hear the Presiding Elder 
preach. All the pews were taken up 
except on the side next to the pulpit. 
just as the service was about to 
commence, who should step in but 
“Uncle Joe” with his rifle on his 
shoulder, in his shirt sleeves, his feet 
incased in his moccasins and an old 
homemade straw hat on his head, he 
very deliberately set his rifle in the 
corner and walked up the isle with his 
shot-pouch on and took his seat by the 
side of the Col., saying to him, “ Lige | 
meant no disrespect to any one. You 
know that it has not been so very long 
since all the men were compelled to this 
country to take their rifles to Church 
with them for self protection from the 
Indians.” He took off his shot-pouch, 
hung it on the rifle and walked back 
and took his seat and sat the sermon 
out. He was a regular backwoodsman 
of the old-fashioned kind. He, two, like 
most of the pioneers, raised a large 
family of children, some of whom are 
now residing in the county, and are very 
good citizens. 


Jacob HENLINE also resided on 
the waters of Life’s Run. He, like Mr. 
PUMPHRY, was one of the old-timers, 
having settled in the county when it was 
quite new; had been subject to all the 
hardships and _ privations that are 
incident to a newly settled country. All 
of that class of men were very useful, as 
they were a very self-reliant set of men, 
and as a general thing were very 
ingenious with the ax and drawing knife 
in manufacturing such articles as were 
indispensable to the early settlers; such 
as split-bottom chairs, log sleds, ox 
yokes, hay rakes, pitch forks, shingles 
and clapboards, &c. Mr. HENLINE was 
well skilled in all of that kind of work, 
and was at all times ready to 
accommodate his neighbors when 
called upon. He also raised a large 
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family. Some of his descendants are 
now residing in the county and are an 
industrious hard-working, self-reliant 
set of men. 


Randolph JACKSON, a son of 
Maj. j. J. JACKSON, resided on Hilly 
Upland Run on a very nice little farm 
given him by his father. Mr. JACKSON 
was a young man in the prime of life, a 
very industrious, moral, upright young 
man. He is still living and is one among 
our best citizens.

21 May 1983 which published a 
somewhat longer version and 
referenced Hunter ARMENTROUT of 
Buckhannon (now of Glenville) as the 
source.”

2. COOL. Looking for info on Emanuel COOL and children who were living in what is 
now Upshur Co. near Buckhannon in about 1820 to 1860. It’s hard to track his 
kids...seems every time one moved out, he had another. He was married twice, first to 
Mary “Polly” BOZART, and second to _______ ? My biggest problem is about Emanuel’s 
sister, Phoebe COOL, wife of John BRAKE according to REGER family papers. They 
were supposed to have moved from WV to Illinois. Emanuel’s and Phoebe’s parents 
were John and Barbara COOL of Pendleton Co who moved the family to Harrison 
County and from there to Highland County, hio in 1820. Problem is, Harrison County 
marriage records show the marriage of Phoebe COOL to Charles HALTERMAN in 1814. 
Also, the will of John COOL filed in 1823 in Ohio mentioned children, Emanuel of 
Harrison County, and Phoebe HALTERMAN of Highland County, Ohio. The REGER 
papers mentioned above are probably those of John REGER Sr., son of Jacob REGER 
who first settled in Teter, WV where Emanuel also settled.

Grove, 1880...and a list of visitors to one of the schools (don't know which one) in the 
basement of my mother's home one day when rummaging through old boxes with my 
sister. I've donated the originals to HCPD after transcribing them as best | could from my 
grandfather's (George Vinton FORINASH) handwriting. 


Sandy Point School was located along U.S. 33/119 (Corridor H now) two miles east of 
Horner, just a few hundred feet west of Valley Chapel MP Church. My father Dana M. 
FORINASH attended that school ca. 1908. My great-aunt, Edith MILLER ALLMAN lived in | 


the building after it was converted to a private home. She is also listed as a student in 
1879. My grandmother-to-be, Lillie MILLER, was also listed as a visitor. The teacher listed 
for both schools is G. V. FORINASH (George Vinton), my grandfather and this is transcribed 
from his handwriting. 


I've been unable to determine where Locust Grove School was located, but | suspect that it 
was in the vicinity of Vandalia, since G. V.'s parents, Elias P. and Harriet K. SMITH 
FORINASH lived near there.

Cecil Omar Post, M.D. 


Cecil Omar POST, M.D., has gained by his professional ability and sterling 
personal characteristics a place as one of the representative physicians and surgeons 
of his native county and is established in successfully practice in the City of 
Clarksburg, the county. seat. He was born on a farm in Harrison County, September 
10, 1888, and is a son of Michael Rolandus POST and Sarah (NORMAN) POST, both 
likewise natives of Harrison County, and representatives of old and honored families of 
this section of the state. Michael R. POST is a son of John Burnside POST, who was a 
son of Jacob POST, the latter having been a son of Isaac POST. When it is stated that 
each of these representatives of the family was born and reared in Harrison County it 
becomes evident that the family was here founded in the early pioneer era, the lineage 
being traced back through numerous American generations to German origin. 


Doctor POST: found his childhood and early youth compassed by the benignant 
influences of the home farm, and his parents reared their children earnestly in the faith 
of the United Brethren Church, of which they are zealous members. The father is a 
republican in politics and is affiliated with the Independent Order of Odd Fellows. He 
gave to his children the best educational advantages, and after Doctor Post the 
curriculum of the public schools he was enabled to continue his studies in the West 
Virginia State Normal School at Fairmont. In 1908 he was graduated from Salem 
College, and for two years thereafter he was a Student in the medical department of 
the University of West Virginia. 


He completed-his professional course in the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
in the City of Baltimore, Maryland, from which he received in 1912 his degree of 
Doctor of Medicine, the University of West Virginia conferring upon him a similar 
degree the same year. He has since been continuously at Clarksburg, where he is a 
member of the regular staff of physicians for St. Mary’s Hospital, and is actively 
affiliated with the Harrison County Medical Society, the West Virginia State Medical 
Society, the Southern Medical Association and the American Medical Association. In 
the time-honored Masonic fraternity the Doctor has received the thirty-second degree 
of the Scottish Rite, besides being a Noble of the Mystic Shrine. He is affiliated also 
with the Delta Tau Delta college fraternity and the Kappa Psi medical fraternity. He is a 
republican in his political proclivities and allegiance, and he and his wife are members 
of the United Brethren and Methodist churches, respectively, in their home city. 


In 1912 Doctor POST wedded Miss Clara CLAYTON, who was born at 
Wilmington, Delaware, but who was a young woman when she accompanied her 
parents on their removal to Clarksburg, where she is a popular figure in the 
representative Social activities of the community.

Il. Military Service in the 20th Century. 


Reflection on the twentieth century has disclosed a nation involved in attempts to 
make freedom prevail throughout our world. Four major wars dominate this century; 
wars that have involved the service of countless West Virginians and the deaths of over 
10,300 of our state’s young men and women. The twentieth century has been 
considered modern history for most but with the transition to a new century upon us, 
the events of that century could now be included in the category of old history. Interest 
in and efforts to document the contribution of West Virginians in these wars is now 
increasing and will one day approach that of the past centuries. 


Publications:

This section of NARA works with what is called “Modern Military” records which is 
simply military records of the 20th century. It should be noted that not all military 
records have been declassified for use by the general public and not all recent records 
of the branches of service have been deposited in this repository. Those which haven't 
yet been deposited are still retained in the repositories of the respective branch of 
service. Information on these service agencies is listed in a following section. This 
facility has little if no records of personal involvement in military service. The records 
consist of logs, action reports, submarine war patrols and much more concerning 
military operations and may contain names of individuals within those records but the 
individual cannot be found in a search. A record known to have involved that person 
may be located by proper citations, such as a record of all prisoners of war at Bilibid 
Prison in the Philippines, but a request for “anything in your files on my grandfather, 
John Public”, cannot be reasonably located. General Information Leaflet Number 17, 
Citing Records in the Archives of the United States, provides information on providing 
proper citations.information may be found in other agencies, 


Requests for information should be made in writing and should include citations to the 
material if known. The provision of adequate citations will produce a quicker 
notification of what information is available and the cost involved. If adequate citations 
are not given, give as much information as is known to assist the researchers in their 
search for related documents. NARA has limited research personnel available, but the 
section makes reasonable effort to obtain any material that is requested. Some 
requested material may only be available in a microform formNARA maintains a ‘good 
website which includes links which will provide more than adequate information on 
requesting material from the National Archives, including the NAIL program., an online 
search tool.

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Shirley’s Steinbeck 
Family Writings 


by Shirley TOOHEY 


This story of the STEINBECK Family, written by HCPD Member and STEINBECK 
descendant, Shirley TOOHEY, is presented in three installments, the second and third to 
be in next two issues of the HC Journal. 


For many years, too many to count, my main concern for writing about my mother's 
maternal STEINBECK line was not having a strong starting point. The information 
passed down from generation to generation was a little confusing, but in checking 
records and working with several encouraging and hard working cousins, we've 
decided it is time to put the pen to the paper. The information herein will be from 
many sources which represent years of research, starting with conversations at 
"Granny's" knee, newspaper articles, correspondence with many cousins, library and 
archive visits for all of us. 


We started when people wrote mostly by long hand or manual typewriter, and now we 
are up to the modern computers with e-mail. | may be of the Senior Citizen age group, 
but believe me, e-mail is one of the best things invented since can openers! My reason 
for saying that is: we've been eating the easy way and neglecting all the household 
chores since the genealogy bug bit "big time" after the three young TOOHEYs grew up 
and left the nest. The only way | know to satisfy my desires about this project and 
keep all "us cousins" happy, is to write what comes to mind NOW. When/if the 
additional information on Frederick and Sarah (Sally) ECKHART STEINBECK 
(STINEBECK) is eventually un-covered, it will be quite easy to insert in the proper place, 
| hope... so please keep that in mind as you plow through this narrative! 


The Beginning?? 


The 1800 and 1810 Hardy County, VA tax lists show Fradrick STINBECK and Fre- 
derick STINEBECK with taxable property. (Keep in mind records were transcribed from 
various styles of handwriting. The old German letters were very confusing and 
different from the penmanship we know today!) 


Our very hard working, researching cousin, Criss STEINBECK discovered several legal 
documents. One indenture was between Abel SEYMOUR of Hardy Co, VA and 
Frederick STEINBACH/STEINBACK dated May 5, 1803 with payment of 20 pounds. It 
appears Frederick purchased a “certain track of land lying and being in the south 
branch manor adjoining a lott of land belonging to John SCOTT on the mountain near 
the mouth of Lunas Creek bounded as followed.....". Now we get the description by 
various trees and their locations! White oaks, locust, and hickory trees. There were 
several descriptions of water ways, orchards, and buildings on this 17 acres. {tis very 
interesting to read these old documents, if a person can decipher the handwriting. 
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Frederick must have been successful with his farming as on Nov. 20, 1808 in Hardy 
Co, VA, he purchased for 5 shillings, from Joshua and Catharine ORRAHUD, a 100 
acre parcel of land in the drains of Looneys Creek (also spelled Lunice and as you saw 
above, Lunas). This document was signed and sealed in the presence of Ruth 
SEYMOUR, Abraham SHOBE, Conrad IDLEMAN, John MYERS, and James MILES. 
Several of these surnames appear over and over again in our research. 


Ed BOYD of Mesa AZ, another very involved and hard working cousin, found several 
entries in Hardy Co. Minute Sheriff Records (1795-1812) which revealed that Frederick 
was responsible for the road (overseeing maintenance) from Thomas. PARSON to 
Andrew BRYNS. This is an interesting tidbit because after Frederick's death, his widow 
Sarah married Morgan BYRNS (or could it be BRYNS?) who probably was related to 
Andrew! More later on this. 


In Laws of Virginia, Dec. 1803, pg. 51, is an entry showing "An Act to raise by lottery a 
sum of money for opening and improving the road leading from the South Fork, in the 
county of Hardy, to Brock's gap, in the county of Rockingham. " Passed Jan. 16, 1804. 
It shows, "That George HARNESS, Jr., John HAY, Abel SEYMOUR, John CRAIGEN, Lionel 
BRANSON, Jacob CLAYPOLE, Frederick STEINBECK, Henson VEITCH, Adam FISHER 
and Christian SIMONS, gentlemen, or a majority of them, shall be and are hereby 
authorized to raise by lottery or lotteries, the sum of two-thousand ($2000) to be 
applied towards opening and improving the waggon road leading from the South Fork 
over the North mountain into Brock's gap, under the direction of such commissioners 
as the county court of Hardy shall from time to time appoint.” 


The 1810 Taxlist of Hardy Co, VA(WV) shows a Frederick STINEBECK with 2 white 
tithables, 1 slave over 12 years of age, and 2 horses. The 1820 Hampshire Co, VA 
census record shows a Frederick STINEBECK over age of 45, with wife of between 26 
and 45 years of age, would be Sarah; 1 male under 10 who would be Christian; 2 males 
between 16 and 26, who would be William and Henry; and 1 female of 10-16 years who 
would no doubt be their only daughter, Elizabeth, better known as Betsy Ann. 


From all the facts that have come forth, we feel Frederick was as reported in Henry 
STEINBECK'’s obit, a fur trapper on the Ohio River, this probably before his marriage. 
Frederick no doubt died early in 1823 as "Betsy Ann, orphan of Frederick STEINBECK 
dec'd, who is upwards of fourteen years of age, came into court and chose John 
McDOWELL as her guardian whereupon he gave bond" (entry of April 15, 1823, page 
420, Hampshire Co. Minute Book Vol.ll_ 1817-1823 by Vicki BIDINGER HORTON.). 


Frederick was interred in the old cemetery in Romney (location of the present day fire 
department). His remains were later removed to the "New Indian Cemetery” in 1835. 
The exact plot location is lost. 


In Ross B. JOHNSTON's West Virginia Estate Settlements, which is an Index to Wills, 
Inventories, Appraisements, Land Grants and Surveys to 1850, on page 26, Frederick 
STINEBACK is listed with “App., 17th May 1824” meaning there was an appraisement 
of his estate after his death. 


From a paragraph in History of Hampshire County by MAXWELL, David GIBSON wrote 
in his diary "Determined to support myself, by my labor, entered the store of Frederick 
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STEINBECK (Romney, VA) in February 1814, but seven (7) months later was drafted for 
Norfolk, VA” referring to the War of 1812. 


Frederick was operating an inn in Romney, VA under an Ordinary License granted May 
18, 1818 (ref. same as above). At his death, an appraisal list for furniture/fixtures was 
valued at $393.75. Sarah continued the inn business after Frederick's death for a 
license was granted in her name May 19, 1823 (pg. 422 Minute Book, ibid). 


Again from the Minute Book Index 1817-1823, pg. 59, comes an entry dated 20 Nov, 
1820 which shows an indenture of trust from Frederick STEINBECK to John B. WHITE 
trustee for John C. STEINBECK of the City of Baltimore, Maryland “for one negroe 
woman named Sukey and her three children Henry, Dinah and Jane, one Negroe girl 
named Susan, one Negroe boy named Samuel, one horse and cart, nine tables, twenty 
four windsor chairs, one walnut cupboard” (pg. 249). 


We have a Synopsis of Wills, page 135, from SAGE and JONES’ book Early Records of 
Hampshire Co., VA which shows John C. STEINBECK's death Sept 1, 1818, probate 
dated 16th of April 1821. It appears John's will took some time to settle which may be 
explained because of the 2 states (Maryland and Virginia) involved. 


John C. STEINBECK's widow was Anna Dorothea WENDER (WENDEL/WENDELL) who 
after John’s death married General Tobias Emerson STANSBURY as his third wife 
(Francis B. CULVER article from Maryland Genealogies Vol.l! Consolidation of Articles 
from Maryland Historical Magazine 1980 pg 414-415). The WENDEL family had 
business interests in Romney, WV. 


Now with all the above, | still have hesitated to proceed with a written account of "our 
Steinbecks” for | so wanted their European heritage listed. We have been told and feel 
certain it is true, that they were of Prussian descent. The generation that came over 
had to be either Frederick’s or his parents’. That was how | wanted to begin my story! 
But until we find some proof, this will be the STEINBECK story as we know it. 


My GGG Grandparents: Frederick STEINBECK and Sarah ECKHART 


Frederick's marriage to Sarah ECKHART, daughter of a Henry ECKHART of Maryland 
and Virginia, has not been documented as of this writing. In Wilmer L. Kerns’ book, 
Historical Records of Old Frederick and Hampshire Co.VA, the author states that the 
marriage books in Hampshire Co. from the Revolutionary War period to 1865 are 
missing. We haven't a definite date of Sarah's birth, The May 11, 1853 death 
certificate shows age 70 at the time of her death and place of birth as Hampshire Co, 
VA. Sarah's daughter, Betsy Ann contributed the facts so she may not have known the 
exact information. The 1850 Census shows her age as 69 and her birthplace as 
Maryland. There is a will dated the 10th day of May, 1853 with no age listed. This 
will was witnessed by Felix WELTON, Sarah BELL, L. H. CHAMBERS and David REEL 
and was written just one day before she died of pneumonia. 


The conflict in Sarah's birthplace might well be that she was born at a time (between 
1781 and 1836) when it was possible that a person listed as born in VA may have 
been born in what we now know as another state. VA was part of MD in 1775-1792. 


From Mary Elizabeth (Mollie) BALLENTINE STEINBECK's written history (about 1935) 
we have always known there were four children; namely William, Henry, Daniel 
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Christian and "Sarah" (?). We now know Sarah was Henry's mother and his sister was 
Elizabeth or Betsy Ann. 


Mollie knew Frederick and Sarah's first born, William (ca 1800), married and moved to 
Missouri and "raised a large family." 


Christian, as he was known through most of his life, was born ca 1812, never married 
but farmed with his mother per the 1850 Census. After Sarah's death, (1853) Christian 
moved to Lewis Co., WV and was a boarder at Henry and Julia Ann's inn at Alum 
Bridge until 1879. He was living with his nephew, Daniel F. STEINBECK near Troy in 
Gilmer Co., at the time of his death, June 25, 1881, and is interred in the Route #33 
cemetery just west of Alum Bridge. 


Henry, born 4 February 1801, married Julia Ann CAPITO of Franklin, VA. which is now 
in Pendleton Co. WV. Mollie listed the children of Henry and Julia which will come a 
little later in this writing. 


Elizabeth (Betsy Ann) was born between 1804 and 1809. At the time of Frederick's 
death (1823), Becky was reported to be about 14. In the 1850 census she was listed as 
46, and in the 1860 census, as 54. It appears she was born between Henry and 
Christian. On the 21st of July 1825 Betsy and Aaron W. CLARKE were married by Rev. 
W. N. SCOTT in Hardy Co. Aaron was the son of John and Elizabeth WELTON 
CLARKE. 


Aaron was born about 1808 in VA and died 18 Nov. 1869. We have not been able to 
find the death records for Betsy Ann. There is a record of 2 sons, John F. born ca. 
1830, William born 21 Aug. 1832, and one daughter, Ann Jemima (Angie), born 1835. 


The older son John F. married a Mary A.(or Elmira A.) in 1855 and they had 2 sons, 
Aaron (named for his paternal grandfather) born ca 1856 and Edward born ca 1858. 
Aaron and Betsy's 2nd son William was born in Hardy Co, VA(WV) and married 
Caroline BAKER 19th Dec 1867 in Grant Co, WV. He died 8 Jan 1882. Caroline was 
born 21 July 1840, daughter of Frances and Eli W. BAKER. She died 14 Oct 1910, 
place unknown. 


According to the LDS information on the CLARKE line, William and Caroline had 3 
daughters: (1) Elizabeth born 6 Oct. 1868 Grant Co., WV. who married Daniel 
MARSHALL 18 Sept. 1888. (2) Frances born 22 Oct. 1870 Petersburg, Grant Co, WV 
who married Charles W. STUMP 28 June 1905 and died 22 Apr. 1954; and (3) Mary 
born 4 June 1875, Grant Co., WV. Harry H. McCNEMAR was Mary's husband 1 July 
1909 and she died 31 Oct. 1945. : 


Aaron and Betsy's only known daughter, Ann Jemima "Angie" born 1835 married John 
GROVE, born 1815 Berkeley, VA., on 13 Oct. 1869. They had 2 known children, Jesse 
Clark born 7 July 1871, Petersburg, Grant Co., WV and Ann C. Grove born 13 July 
1875 Grant Co., WV. 


From a Hardy Co. WV Deed of Trust dated August 25, 1820, Frederick and Sarah sold 
100 acres and 60 acres drain to son William for $200. The names of John SCOTT and 
277? SEYMOUR are mentioned within the Indenture. William probably farmed as his 
father grew older. We still are not sure of Frederick's age at this point. One writing by

Hu MAXWELL, History of Hampshire Co., leads us to believe Frederick was much older 
than Sarah. 


In the section "Cemeteries of Romney’ Maxwell speaks “of the old tavern keeper, 
STEINBECK, known to the early inhabitants of Romney, occupies the six feet of earth 
set aside for every man. He fares as well in this city of the dead as his neighbors, the 
scholarly WODROW and scientist Dr. NEWMAN." Since Frederick died in 1823, he 
may have been either in failing health...born in 1770s, making him in his 50s, he was 
probably considered "old" in those years. 


There was a mention of Frederick in: the Romney South Branch Intelligencer, April 7, 
1871 issue. "The Old Church Yard’ related "Yes, there is STEINBECK, the robust old 
German, honest and simple in heart, confiding and trusting his fellows, ...a few old 
persons remember the bountiful table he sat at the old middle tavern; long years ago, 
when our old men were but boys, he sought his home out there where the blackberry 
bushes now grow." Another reference giving the feeling Frederick grew to be "old." 


According to Hampshire Co. VA(WV) marriage bonds, Sarah, Frederick's widow 
remarried August 20, 1824 to a Morgan BURNS (BYRNS) with no ages given. Warner 
THROCKMORTON was listed as the bondsman. 


We have tried unsuccessfully to learn more about Morgan BYRNS since that name also 
appears in the Missouri area where Frederick's son William lived and died. In the W 
estate settlements for Hardy County, there was an Andrew BYRNS will dated April 11, 
1820 listing wife Elizabeth, children Wm., Morgan, Felix, Jarvis, Aaron, Cath, and 
Susannah Heishman. Listed just below that is a Morgan BYRNS will Aug. 9, 1825 
showing wife Mary and son Andrew. 


It could be assumed Andrew (Andy) was father of this young Morgan who died and left 
just one child, named for his grandfather. Where then would Sarah's Morgan fit in? 
Could this young Morgan have an uncle who might be Sarah's 2nd husband? 


In Sarah's will she only mentions Christian by his first name. Her will reads, "I give to 
my son Christian a bed and bedding, also all the provisions that may be on hand at my 
death. Then | make an equal division of my household property and all debts that may 
be due me at my death amongst my children and they are to be equally bound to pay 
my funeral expenses. | have no claim upon the negroes' horses, cattle sheep or hogs 
or on the farming tools or wagon as they belong to my son Christian. Furthermore | 
have no claim to the clock safe or bedstead as they were purchased by Christian.” 


Several articles were purchased from Sarah's estate by Job WELTON, Jr., A. W. CLARK 
(her son-in-law), MOSES and Y. A. SEYMOUR, THRASHERs, Daniel STEINBECK and C. 
D. STEINBECK. These were relatives and neighbors at the time of Sarah's death. 


My Great Great Grandparents’ Generation 


Our Henry, as a teen, must have chosen to leave the home farm about 1813/14. It 
was about this time Frederick and Sarah made a permanent change to Romney, VA 
(WV). Henry followed the South Branch River to Franklin in Pendleton Co, VA and found 
employment at the farm of Daniel CAPITO, a prominent merchant/farmer in the 
community. 
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It was here Henry met his bride to be, Julia Ann CAPITO, youngest daughter of Daniel 
(middle name David?) CAPITO and Nancy (HERDERBERG - HURDERBERG??) CAPITO. 
With the information I've collected to date, it appears Henry and Julia married about 
1826 after both her parents had died. Daniel CAPITO drowned in Dry Fork on way to 
Beverly in early spring of 1824. The History of Pendleton Co. by Oren F. MORTON 
showed a date of 1826. A distant HAMILTON cousin and | have been corresponding. 
He found probate records which proved the 1824 date. 


Clay HAMILTON shared his research in early 1996. He confirmed that old Daniel 
Capito’s estate was very large at time of his death. it was difficult and time consuming 
to appraise. On 5 May 1824, power of attorney was granted to George W. AMISS and 
Campbell MASTERS by Andrew H. BYRD, Charles HAMILTON, Daniel CAPITO Jr., 
Sophia CAPITO and Nancy CAPITO (Pendleton Order Book, 1820-1828, p. 243). 


This helps to date Daniel's death and AMISS and MASTERS being locals, could begin 
the process of appraising the estate and providing for Nancy since none of the adult 
CAPITO men were in the immediate area. 


It took 10 separate public auctions to dispose of Daniel's property. The first sale being 
1 April 1824 (probably overseen by BYRD and HAMILTON) and the 10th was on 20 
December 1825...a process taking nearly 2 years. 


Included in the estate was "one large family German bible” valued at $4.00 and "two 
family bibles English." The sale lists note that Andrew H. BYRD and Campbell 
MASTERS purchased the English bibles. Ownership of the bibles is unknown now. 
tronically, just before the last of the sales, Nancy CAPITO died. On 10 Dec. 1825, the 
appraisement of her estate was ordered. 


Daniel's property included 9 slaves, which were sold at auction, for a total of 
$1695.00. The Pendleton County Court Order and Minute Books for September 4, 1 828 
pg. 505, shows "Sale of Negroes belonging to Daniel Capito, dec'd sold by virtue of a 
decree of the County Court of Pendleton, August 18, 1828: names listed with $ 
amount totaling $2511.50. Thomas HOPKINS Commr. (The CAPITO Story will need 
to go deeper into this subject!) 


Perhaps Henry and Julia Ann CAPITO STEINBECK remained in Pendleton Co., to help 
with the plantation duties until after 1830 for he appears in the census there with wife 
and 2 young females. This may be their 2 first-born daughters, Sarah born 1828 and 
Louise born 1830. 


We know from Land Tax List, Lewis Co, dated June 21, 1834, (Vol. E pg 359-61) julia 
Ann's father Daniel, had 170 acres on McKinney Run, (8 miles NE of courthouse) which 
is near Jane Lew, Lewis Co. now, but could have been part of Harrison Co. when 


purchased. 


Henry STEINBECK purchased Julia's brother Peter's 1/8 share of the McKinney Run 
property for $20. The document was dated June 21, 1834, between Peter CAPITO of 
Jefferson Co., Indiana and Henry STEINBECK of Lewis Co., VA(WV). 


Henry and Julia probably purchased property at Hacker's Creek sometime in the early 
1830s as there is a transfer date April 6, 1836 for Hackers Creek land to a David 
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“SLEET.” Could this perhaps be David W. SLEETH, who was a Justice of Peace in 1817 
and served as constable and is mentioned numerous times in Edward C. SMITH's book 
on History of Lewis Co.? 


It is noted Henry and Julia moved to the Leading Creek Valley at Alum Bridge, some 15 
miles west of Weston, VA(WV) by August 7, 1844 as there is a transfer of 50 acres of 
land at this time. The added surrounding acreage was purchased over the years. By 
the time of the 1840 Leading Creek, Lewis Co., WV census, there were 5 children 
probably being: Sarah Ann, Louise, Daniel F. born 1831, John W. born 1834, and Perry 
G. born 1837. 


Henry operated a successful Ordinary (inn/hotel), and owned a large and profitable 
farm in this “beautiful location" on the Parkersburg-Staunton Turnpike. Henry was also 
appointed Justice of Peace for the Lewis Co. 4th district (Leading Creek and Freeman's 
Creek) in 1846. He was elected "by the people" in 1856 and 1860. He also filled the 
office of sheriff for several years. Henry was very active in politics prior to and during 
the Civil War. He served as the first county treasurer following the admission of WV to 
the union in 1863. Henry was highly regarded by Lewis Co. citizens as reported ina 
Weston newspaper article (“Oliver's Letters," often featured in the HC Journal). 


According to Edward C. SMITH's A History of Lewis Co., pg. 267, the home of Henry 
STEINBECK on Leading Creek was used as the 4th precinct for voting in 1852. 


In another source, Lewis County in the Civil War, by Roy Bird COOK, Charleston, WV 
July 1924 Chapter 1, page 17, it appears Henry STEINBECK's name was suggested for 
LINCOLN's Vice President at a meeting on August 11th, 1862. Dr. J.A. HALL was 
chairman and a long list for V.P. was given, including Blackwell JACKSON, Captain 
MOFFATT, STEINBECK and John PRESTON. 


The 1850 census found that first born Sarah was “out of the home” and Henry was 
listed as age 49, Julia 40, Louise 19, Daniel F. 18 and attending school, John 16, Perry 
G. 13, Christian 10, George 7, Nancy 4, and Francis 1 (the author's g-grandfather). 
Using this as a guide, the Nov. 12, 1846 marriage date for Henry's Sarah Ann to Enoch 
Thornton WITHERS, which was found in Lewis Co. WV marriages, would be correct. 


Enoch was the son of Alexander Scott WITHERS, author of book titled Chronicles of 
Border Warfare. Enoch was a lawyer in the area until he, Sarah and the boys moved to 
Texas between 1850 and 1857, before the Civil War. There were at least 2 other 
young STEINBECK men who moved to TX about the same time which makes me 
wonder if the unrest which led up to the Civil War may have prompted this move! 


According to family lore, Sarah WITHERS (and several young WITHERS children) died in 
TX after 1859. Enoch Thornton WITHERS started back to VA with his 3 sons and Enoch 
died enroute. The boys continued on and were raised to adulthood by their maternal 
grandparents, Henry and Julia. Alexander the oldest was born about 1847/48 VA, 
Howard born 1856/57 TX and Enoch Scott 1859 TX. 


The 1860 Lewis Co., VA census listed only Henry and Julia's children John, age 23, 
Christian age 20, George 17, Nancy 16 (should be 14?) and Francis 10. It appears 
Henry had help around the farm! 
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By the 1870 Lewis Co. census, these children had moved on and grandchildren Howard and 
Scott Withers are listed. Would imagine the oldest WITHERS grandchild, Alexander, was 
married to Mary DAVISSON by this time. 


According to Edward C. SMITH's History of Lewis County p. 282, "the key to dissatisfaction 
of the people of the west (WV) was the institution of slavery, which had received special 
treatment by the state to the detriment of almost all the other interest of the people. 
Slavery never existed in the county to any great extent. Very few of the citizens of the 
county owned slaves. Alexander Scott WITHERS (Sarah's father-in-law) owned more than 
anyone else in Weston, (VA) yet he never held more than a dozen at any one time”. It has 
crossed my mind that perhaps the reason for Sarah and Aaron's move to TX may have been 
their feelings about slaves and the economy of the times. : 


In the next installment of my STEINBECK saga, | will continue with information on the rest 
of Henry and Julia's family, starting with their second child, Louisa.

25. SUMMERS. | am searching for more information on Peter SUMMERS, born circa 1801 
to 1803. His only known child was Samuel SUMMERS, born in 1826 in Preston County, and 
married in 1849 to Elizabeth HEWITT. The family has a letter from 1854 in which Peter 
urges his son Samuel to go to Indiana. | can find a Peter SUMMERS in the 1830 census in 
Preston Co., then in Lewis Co in 1840, and in Wood Co. in 1850 with a wife Hannah and 
children Harrison, Drucilla, Percimla, Zalmone, Jesse (or Issac), David, Benjamin and 
Matilda. | can find this same family in Indiana in 1860 in Posey Co., and then wife Hannah 
in WV in 1870. What | don't have is any definite connection between this Peter, and Peter 
the father of Samuel, but there certainly are a number of things in common. Peter's wife, 
Hannah, may be Hannah CHAPMAN who a Peter SUMMERS married in 1842 in Frederick 
Co., according to Virginia Marriages, 1740-1850. She is then probably NOT the mother of 
Samuel, but | find no record of an earlier marriage of his in Virginia. One census does list 
PA as his birthplace.
